Recently there have been reports 
in the Maine newspapers about 
missile frigates languishing in 
berth at the Bath Iron Works, 
BIW, one of the major contractors 
with the Navy, has repeatedly 
constructed these highly sophisti- 
«ated ships below cost and ahead 
of schedule, 

BIW’s efificiency has caused an 
unforeseen problem for the Navy. 
As welcome and necessary as these 
frigates are, the Navy just doesn’t 
have the number of men and wo- 
men required to put a crew on 
poard. The Navy contends that its 
training schedule is not designed 
to keep wp* with BIW'’s speedy 
production schedule. The Navy 
may have identified a part of the 
- problem, but the disturbing fact is 
that the Navy is short on manpow- 
er. 

Whatever the training schedule, 
the Navy simply does not have the 
skilled personnel ‘to put on these 
ships at BIW, as well as many 
other ships. This is a serious sit- 
uation that has a detrimental ef- 
fect on America’s defense pre- 
paredness. 

Technology does not defend the 
United States; skilled men and wo- 
men do. Last week I inspected Ft. 
Campbell, Ky., home of the 101st 
Airborne Division, at the request 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. I spoke at length with 
conporals and sergeants who are 
responsible for the maintenance 
of helicopters and equipment, one 
of the most crucial jobs of an air 
borne unit. The men work long 
hours because there is a shortage 
of skilled personnel. Some of the 
junior sergeants not only do the 
job assigned to them by their rank 
but also the.job of higher ranking 
sergeants, because there are so 
few. 

A corporal, who maintains a $25 
million plane, works 16 hours a 
day and 100 hours a week, makes 
Jess than a cashier at McDonald’s, 
lives below the poverty level, and 
is eligible for food stamps. It is, 
therefore, no surprise that the 
101st Ainborne, like other elite 
“Yinits in the armed services, is short 
of skilled personnel. The 101st is 
16% deficient in personnel. The 
‘division requires 17,700 men and 
‘women. to be at full strength, but 
only 14,995 are currently on duty. 

This critical manpower problem 
pervades our Armed Forces, 

—The Navy is short more than 
18,700 experienced, supervisory 
petty officers. 

~-Retension of Navy pilots has 
dropped from 62% in 1977 to just 
31% today. 

—Major combat units in the 
United States and the Panama Can- 
al Zone are more than 17,200 men 
short, more than a full division. 

—The Air Force lacks 2,100 pi- 
ots and 400 navigators, 

Congréss must address this eri- 
tida) Situation, Policies that provide 
ineentives for enlistment must be 
provided So that skilled people will 
choose the military as a career. 
Pay and benefits must be raised 
to retain trained men and women, 
it is a disservice to our men and 
‘women in the anmed forces to with- 
hold adequate pay and benefits. 
Their sacrifices should be reward- 
ed. 

I have sponsored and supported 
numerous pieces of leyislation in 
the Senate that would alleviate 
this problem, but much has yet to 
be done. While military pay has 
been raised, enlisted personnel 


- still do not earn the minimum 


wage, The ability of America to 
respond quickly and effectively to 
military necessities is at stake,

MOTORISTS OF 
SCHOOL BUS LAW 


With the new school year un- 
der way, the state police remind 
motorists of the laws regarding 
school buses, 

“In addition to following the 
school bus jaw, motorists are ad- 
vised to be particularly careful 
during morning ‘going-to-work’ 
traffic as children walk to school 
and buses stop to pick up chil- 
dren,” said Colonel] Allan H. 
Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

Col. Weeks also advises par- 
ents to have their children not to 
play or run around at bus pick-tip 
areas while waiting for or when 
getting off a bus. 

According to the state police, 
on undivided highways arid roads, 
all véhicles must stop until chil- 
dren are clear of the roadway and 
the bis is moving, Specifically, an 
operator when coming upon a 
school bis which has stopped to 
receive or discharge children, 
Shall stop sich vehicle before 
reaching the school bus and shail 


' not proceed tntil the school bus 


restimes motion or tntil signaled 
iby the school bus driver to pro- 
ceed, 

On divided highways, Maine 
Jaw says all vehicles in lanes tra- 
veling with the school bus must 
stop, but is separated by curbing 
or other similar physical barrier, 
or an Unpaved area need not stop. 


Traffic Programs would coordinate 
BAT-mobile use into areas not pre- 
sently covered by the self-contain- | 
ed breath testing program (i.e., 22 
locations in population centers 
where a high volume of OUI of. 
fenders are knowni to exist), 

The Bat-mobile would be Jocated 
in areas where they is no self: 
contained breath testing program 
providing rural law enforcement 
within an approximate 25-mile ra- 
dius to bring OUL offenders to be 
tested. 

The mobile breath testing pro- 
gram is the latest of state police 
concepts, since the inception of 
the Alcohol Action Program (AS 
AP) in the mid 1970's, to get the 
drinking driver off the road.

AUGUST UNEMPLOYMENT 
RATE IN MAINE WAS 7.4% 
Manpower Affairs Commissioner 
David W. Bustin announced last 
week that Maine’s unemployment 


' rate fell in August to 7.4%, well 


below July’s seasonal high of 
9.5%. 

. “In August 14,300 more people 
were working than in July,” Bus- 
tin said. “Improvement was ex- 
pected with a seasonal increase in 
manufacturing activities and with 
the agricultural harvests, The her- 
xing catch has also helped.” 

The 7.4% unemployment rate is 
lower than the national rate by 
one-tenth of a percent. It is also 
the second lowest rate to be re- 
corded this year. In August 1979, 
the unemployment rate was 6.5%. 

Bustin said that September’s un- 
employment rate may be equal to 
or slightly lower than August’s 
rate, if historical seasonal trends 
hold true, 

The August unemployment rate 
represents an estimated 38,500 
people unemployed, a drop of 
some 10,600 from July. While the 
number of unemployed was some 
5,500 above the August 1979 level, 
it was. still below the levels of 
the 1974-1976 recession. 

Bustin said that much of the 
over-the-year rise in unemploy- 
ment represents experienced work- 
ers Jaid off from industries most 
affected by the national economic 
slowdown. 

Manufacturing employment in- 
creased by nearly 16,000 jobs from 
July’s seasonal downturn and 
reached its highest level for the 
year, However, overall employ- 
ment gains were reduced slightly 
by declines in the non-manufac- 
turing section. 

Commissioner Bustin said that 
most of the increase in manufac- 
turing in Augusta was dtie to re- 
covery from seasonal plant shut- 
downs in leather and leather pro- 
ducts industries and in the textile 
industry. Leather and leather pro- 
ducts industries also showed high- 
er employment than in June of 
this year. According to Bustin, an 
improved supply of hides contrib- 
uted to the industry's growth. 

Employment in textile mills is 
at its lowest level for the month 
of August since 1975 and is down 
800 jobs from August 1979, 

Food processing provided 1,900 
more jobs, recording the largest 
seasonal rise in recent years. A 
good harvest of blueberries, potato 
processing activities and a good 
herring catch support job growth 
in food processing. 

Bustin said that inflation and 
the slow national economy was 
taking its toll in a number of in- 
dustries, including one of Maine's 
growth industries, transportation 
equipment, which lost 300 jobs 
over thé month. Similarly, the lum- 
ber and wood products industry 
employment is still well below last 
year’s levels and non-manufactur- 
ing employment declined over the 
month across a broad range of in- 
dustries. Wholesale and retail 
trade employment yemained 2,000 
jobs down from last year, with 
auto dealers and gefieral merchan- 
dise storés particularly affected by 
weak demand.,

HEALTH EDUCATION NEWS: 
SCIENCE ‘CLASSES WORK WITH 
BIOFEEDBACK EQUIPMENT 


Science classes at Telstar High 
School and Middle School have 
been working with biofeedback 
equipment for smoking education 
as part of their overall health ed- 
ucation program. The equipment 
thas been on loan from the Maine 
Lung Association this week. 

The Biofeedback Project was 
designed to stimulate a positive 
change in the smoking habits of 
junior and senior high school stu- 
dents. This is accomplished by 
Showing that the smoking of just 
one cigarette has immediate phy- 
siological effects on the body. The 
four pieces of equipment used 
measure the carbon monoxide lev- 
el of air in the lungs, hand tre- 
mor; skin temperature and pulse 
rate. 

Through arrangements made by 
the health education coordinator, 
Marshall Burk of the Lung Asso- 
ciation demonstrated the four piec- 
es of equipment to administratrors, 
and science teachers. The teachers 
then guided the biofeedback pro- 
gram: in their respective class- 
rooms.
